Novenbor, Major Otehkin, on behalf of the "Soviet Military Commandant of 
Barlin", instructed the Magistrat to work out the necessary technical 
meaguren in cooperation with "Police President Paul !arkpraf". 


WE coment: This is obviously a propaganda measure to emphasize the 
Soviet thesis that Berlin is part of the Soviet Zone. The order cannot be 
enforeed ‘in the western sectors.)

Classes began on 11 Nevember at the Advanced Police School, Perlin-Pankow, 
for the purpose of training 720 administrative police from the Soviet Zone 
toa issue the Personalausweig. Consecutive classes of 120 students will be in- 
structed each two days. “ixty Berlin administrative polices also have been 


ordered to take training for the issuance of the pass in the Soviet Sector 
of Serlin. 


Responsible officials of the GAI estirate that at least one third of the 

Soviet Zone population will not have all the documents required to estab- 

lish the right to an Persenalausweis. The great diffieulty faced is in the in- 
vestimtion of persons lacking required documents because of willful des- 
trucbion or throvch war damare of personal and public records. The careful 
investiration of all statements in lieu of documents would far overtax the 
facilities of the Soviet Zone Crininal Police. Responsible GAI officials 
selteve that the investircation of all Personalausweie “"Plicants would prevent 
the performanee of normal Kripe functions for months. . 


The Personalausweis is beine printed by GSiesecke and Devrient, Leipzia. The 
order calls for fifteen and one half million passes, sufficient to cover 

all individuals over 15 years of ace, including Berlin. 
tion to the new identity document will 
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take a minimm of .six months. 
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The Personalausweis contains twelve naces vrinted on special paper with serial. 
numbers on every second page. Entries are to be made with special inl only 
and dry stanps. 


There will be three uypes of passes: 


a, Allgemeine, with serial mmbers preceded by the letters A through EB for 
the five Inder, and F for Berlin. 


be. Foreigner. 
c. Stateless. 
Both b and e are without the letter in the serial number. 


Instructions to the GAl personnel on the introduction of the new pass stated 
that one of the purposes is to eatch illegal residents and travelers in the 
Soviet Zone. Besides the usual personality informition and picture, the pasa 
coutains five blank pages for official ontries. The most novel control feature 
4s on the last three pages of the pass consisting of a chronological record of 
the changes of address to be filled ty Local police authorities. 


25X1A MMMM Comment: Issuance of the Personalaueweis is significant because of 


the timing aud the vnossibiliiw that it will be used to further vestrict ant 
possibly eliminate the travel of vest Berliners in the Soviet Zone and the 


Soviet Sector. In view of the long pericd required for the changeover, the 
Peraonalausveis cannot be effective immediately as a blockade measure.) 
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
